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Continuation of 2. NOTE: A new issue is raised as to the cooperation of fiber types to obviate one or more dispersion compensators. 
Applicants have not identified where support for such an amendment is to be found in the specification. Thus, the examiner would have 
to review the specification to resolve the question of new matter. In light of Applicants' proposed claim construction vis-a-vis proposed 
claim 3, new issues under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph would be raised. For example, the recitation (in claims 1 & 15) "according 
to" appears to create a conditional statement. The examiner is not sure whether the claims require any dispersion compensators at all. 
If a prior art dispersion managed transmission line of two types of fibers does not require compensation, has the prior art not provided a 
compensator according to a requirement determined according to the fiber types and dispersion value? If the claims must be read to 
require at least one dispersion compensator, then the meaning of "in association with" becomes unclear. If claim 3 permits the omission 
of a dispersion compensator at the tranmitter, how is a dispersion compensator "associated with" each of the transmitter, receiver and 
amplifier? . 
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
